1624: four Engliſh Regiments of Foot, of 1560 Men each, were ſent 
into Holla, to countenance the ſame Reſiſters f.

of Lindſry, who was ſo far from being a Puritan or a Rowndhead, hat 
he wil ie Charles his General in our late Civil War, and loft his 
Life whilſt fighting under the Royal Banner. 

About this time there were Commotions in Fance, and the Duke 
at Soubiſe, one of the Proteſtants Generals, being routed, made a ſhift 
to eſcape into England; and though he failed in his Attempt of per 
ſuading King James publickly to eſpouſe their Quarrel, yet the Fc 

Hiſtorian afſures us, That he was ſo much favoured by the Engliſh . ge. 
neral, that they gave him ſuch con fiderable Succours as enabled him 1 ad 
Ten or a Dozen Veſſels with all ſorts of Neceſſaries for the Relief of Roche! 
at that time Beſiged by the King's Forces *. It can hardly be conceived, 
chat this Preparation ſnould be made without the Connivance of our 
Court.

However, tho' the Courtiers encouraged the Preaching up this Do.

Heir againſs an Uſurper, I have theſe Two Things to offer:

per, yet the 4 Ard Braganxs (for whom our Engliſh foughr' ) 
were not the next Heirs to the Crown ; nor could they claim ir by 
Virtue of the Right Line of Succeſſion: The Duke of Braganzs 
was deſcended from Katherine, Second Daughter ro Prince Edward, 
Fourth Son to Emanuel King of Portugal. On the other Hand, the 
Dukes of Parms are deſcended from Mary, Eldeſt Daughter to the 
ſaid Edward.... And every Perſon knows, that the Poſteriry of rhe 
Elder Daughter ought to Inherit before that of the Dunger; fo that 
King Cha#les, and his Church-of-Eng/and Council (for I hope Mr. 
Arate will allow that Character to the Earl of Clarendon, at that time 
Prime Miniſter) did aid and aſiſ the Portugueze, in Setting up and 
Maintaining a King of their own Chuſing, who was not the next 
Heir to the Crown in the Right Line of Succeſſion. This is Matter 
of FaQ, and undeniable. LW. 

In 1656, died John King of Portugal“, leaving behind him Two 
Sons, Alphonſo and peter, both Minors , under the Tuition of their 
Mother the Queen Regent, In 1663, King Alphonſo, the Elder, took 
the Reins of Government into his own Hands; but being of an 
extravagant Humour, and guilry of ſome unaccountable odd Acti- 
ons, which I believe were aggravated by his Enemies, to make him 
Odious, he was Depoſed by the Aſſembly of Eftates in 1668, and 
condemned to a Perpetual Impri ſonment, whilſt his Younger Brother 
Pcter was made Regent of the Kingdom, and at laſt King f. 

In this mighty Revolution, (which was far from being ſo Juft or 
7 as that in Great Britain ſome 20 Years ago, ) the King Eng- 
land was one of the firſt who acknowledged the New Regent; and by 
the Interpoſition of his Ambaſſadors, the Earl of Sandwich, and Sir 
Robert Southwel, a Peace was preſently concluded between the 
Crowns of Spain and Portugal; His Britannick Majefty being decla- 
* red the Mediator and Guarantee of it 4. So that if the Spanjard 
ſhould have attempted to reſtore King Alphonſo to his former Digni- 
ty, the Engliſh, by Virtue of this Guaranteeſhip, ftood obliged to 
aſſiſt the Prince Regent againſt his Depoſed Sovereign and Elder Bro- 
ther. This is a Demonſtration , that che Prime Managers in King 
Charles his Reign, who encouraged the Preaching up the Abſolure Un- 
lzwfulneſs of Reſiftance upon any Pretence whatſoever , did never intend 
to govern themſelves by ſuch a Rigid Maxim. This is further evi- 
dent, by their Demeanor towards his Brother and Succeſſor, N 

K. James II. whoſe Zeal for Popery, and Love of Arbitrary Po W- 
er, tempted him to make large Breaghes in the Conſtirut;ion of the
